I have been working the ARRL 10m contest as single-op, QRP (3 watts, 
dipole), CW only. For the first half of the contest, things were pretty 
slow here on the East Coast I was beginning to suspect that the contest was 
going to be a bust on Saturday because there were no openings and pretty 
little activity. 


I could work from MA out to about 800 miles. Sort of W9 and just over the 
line to WO, and South to NC and was about it. Naturally, a good time to work 
on multipliers!

I belive what your seeing as an apparent increase in power out with SWR is 
due to one or two factors. 


1, If the reflected signal happened to be in phase with the output signal, 
it would add and show as an apparent increase in the output power.

I agree. A lot of people think a beam performs so much better than a 
dipole because of its gain. Obviously gain is part of the story, but 
also consider that a beam is on top of a tower at 50 or 60 feet instead 
of the usual dipole at 30'. After all, the 7 db gain of a 3 element 
beam over a dipole is about 1-1/2 s-units on most receivers. If I had a 
choice between a 4 element beam at 1/4 wavelength above ground or a 
dipole at 1 wavelength, I'd take the dipole!

Hi Everyone (as he steps on his soapbox), 

I've noticed a couple of posts lately that perpetuate the incorrect idea that 
the output network on a transmitter is designed to "match" the final 
transistor's output impedance to 50 ohms. 

This is exactly backwards. The network (ignoring other considerations like 
harmonic filtering) is designed to transform the antenna impedance to a value 
that will allow the final transistor (or tube) to deliver the desired power 


to the antenna. 


If you look in "Solid State Design...chapter 2 (Hayward/DeMaw)", or any of 
dozens of other references, you will find the equation: 


Rload = (VccxVcc)/(2*Pout) . 


This equation defines the load resistance required, given the supply voltage 


and the desired power. If you solve the equation for Pout, you will be able 
to see that for a 12 volt supply, and a 50 ohm load, the maximum power out 
will be 1.44 watts. 


To get any higher output, you need to design a network to transform 50 ohms 

to a lower value. For 5 watts, Rload = (12*12)/(2*5) = 14.4 ohms! The output 
device can only swing from ground to twice the supply voltage, so you have to 

give it a load into which it delivers enough current to result in the desired 

power. 


This is, of course, only a first approximation. It would take quite a bit 
more 
space to cover all the details, but I hope you get the idea.

Go ahead and get one NOW! You will not regret it. I put up their Titan 
DX and it has made a world of difference to my operation. 


Kept the TNT/2 Windom at 27'. Too low, but have worked over 70 countries 
with it. Wonder how it would be at 45 feet in the center. I put the GAP 
in the only place I actually could. 


Unfortunately the GAP top section is only 3 feet away from one leg of 
the Windom. There clearly is some interaction, which I noted while 
installing the GAP. Took the windom completely down, etc. With it down, 
the GAP was almost dead flat SWR. With the Windom back up the GAP SWR 
went up to about 1.6:1 on 40. Not too bad, but I sometimes use a tuner 
such as during FOXhunts. 


Even with the interaction, both antennas really smoke for me! :-) Gives 
me two all-banders. And yes...the Titan really doesn't need radials, as 
it is actually a vertical dipole. Some of their other antennas call for 
them, but not the Titan. If they claim it doesn't need radials, they 
mean it. 


NOTE: Jim AL7FS has an 88k text file containing all sorts of feedback 
and construction hints/kinks. Well worth the reading. GAP personnel are 
also knowlegeable and helpful.

Mike, I don't have my schematic handy for my Emtech NW40 (Roy's commercial, 
updated version), but if I remember correctly some of these caps had to do 
with setting the VFO range for the different bands. I'd have to look to be 
sure. I can't remember what type of caps Roy provided in his kit without 
pulling the cover off my NW40, but I can say that I did NOT have the drift 
problem you mentioned. Suspect it comes from the caps provided for yours. 
If your subs got you on the freq you need to be on and solved the drift 
problem, you fixed it. 


Sometimes on things like VFOs, designers will use various combos of caps to 
get both the total capacitance needed for the circuit as well as the temp 


compensation needed to minimize drift.

I just finished an NW8020 kit for 40 meters (from Dan's Small Parts) and 
was having problems with drift - about 1 KHz per minute initially, and 
settling down to 50-100 Hz/min after 10 minutes. I noticed that there 
is an odd network of three ceramic capacitors (C41, C37, C42) in the VFO 
which have an effective capacitance of 330 pF. I replaced all three 
with a single silver-mica capacitor, and the stability is now 
excellent: -35 Hz in the first minute, and less than +/-10 Hz/min 
afterwards. This was measured with an open case, and the furnace 
turning on and off. 

Does anyone have any idea of why the original circuit used a capacitor 
network? Also, does anyone have a reference to a description of the 
circuit? Thanks in advance.
